The Comment 
refers to TDCS-3/522,l62 of 11 
Sept 62, written by SR/RP/Mil and 
stating that no foreigners wouldtE , 
allowed to use aircraft landing in 
Rostov and Kharkov. The airports . 
were being used wholly or partial^ 
by the Sov military. IN-37357> 
ANKA-1892 of 10 Oct 62, rec'd by ? 
SR/4 indicates restriction still 
enforced. 

More definite expressions of 
dissatisfaction than have been 
seen previously - obviously much 
prejudice involved but "poster'' 
thing and Ukrainians doubts re 
ability to fulfill new Party 
Program coul'dbe meaningful.

This information is almost a year old 
and the subject matter covered has been 
firmly established: Estonians dislike 

Russification; hackmarketing and pilfering 
from State exist; there are shortages in- 
cluding butter and housing and shoes; the 
Soviet people resent giving aid to Asian 
and African natinns. 

Subsource unbriefed visit to relatives in 
the Ukraine. 

Ukrainian man-on-the-street 's reaction to 
the achievements of the cosmonauts and 
rise of meat and butter prices, lack of 
info on int'l events, Ukrainian prejudice 
toward Jews and Poles - by now thoroughly 
reported and overt. 

These rumors have been repeated with 
remarkable frequency - great deal of 
traffic on Novocherkassk-Rostov upriang 
although A/35 did add a new detail to 
effect that uprising was quelled by 
special detachments of mongols with slit 
eyes who made a terrible bloodshed -- and 
didn't spare even children nany of whom were 
killed during the massacre. 

The Odessa strike is old material and 
State has reported it as well as 
clandestine sources - same applies to the 
alleged attempt on Khrushchev's life in 
early 1962. 

Ukrainian resistance info is not new and 
State has reported as have numerous OO/B 
reports, that citizenry complain about 
•cosmonauts vs bread. Re consumer prices, 
ORR, our only consumer, cancelled their 
requirement for these about 2 years ago.
